The University of Omaha was 
organized in 1908 as a private, co- 
educational, non-sectarian inatitu- 
tion, Twenty-seven students: reg- 
istered when the ‘first semester 
began September 14, 1909, Classes 
met in the old Redick mansion, 
located on the present site of 
Joslyn Hall. 
John Jacobs Memorial Gymnasium 
was given by Mrs. M. O. Maul, 
and ‘Joslyn Hall by Mrs. George 
A. Joslyn. 

Dr. Daniel 3B, Jenkins, first pres- 
ident of the University, served 
eighteen years, retiring in 1926. 
During the following year Dr. W. 
Gilbert James, present Dean - of 
the college of fine arts, adminis- 
tered. the ‘University.. During the 
_ academic year 1927-28 the. prest- 
dent was Dr. Karl F. Wettatone;’ 
‘and during. the years 1928- 29 the 
president wes Dr. Ernest W. Eni- 
ery. During 1930-31.’ Dr. James 
again. administered the. University.

In compliance with the provisions 
of the statute, a board’ of ‘regents 
composed of nine eitizens of Oma- 
ha was appointed by the Board 
of Education. Just as the board 
of regents initiated its administra- 
tion, it was enjoined from levying 
the necessary tax for the support 
of the newly established: ‘Anstitu- 
tion. The right of the regents to 
levy this tax was, however, up- 
held by both the ‘District Court 
and the State Supreme: Court, ‘and 
consequently the . Municipal. Uni- 
versity ‘of Omeha hecanie: a renee 
in January, 1981. . :
